lis Honour, Judge MacDonald, made 
bis first official visit to Strathmore 
and District Court at the Town Hall 
on Monday. There was a large at 
tendance of the public, and the 
Counsel present were Messrs Craw- 
ford, Petrie, and Wears. 
How Should a Stack of Hay Be 
Measured? 

This question, of considerable in- 
terest to our readers, formed the prob- 
lem in an action at the instance of 
Andrew Hall, farming in this neigh- 
borhood, against Satchwell Bros’, late- 
ly farming in the Strathmore district, 
now in the Dalemead district, The 
claim was for the price of a stack of 
hay, but the problem was ‘how it 
should have been measured’. Accord- 
ing to Mr, Hall, you take the average 
height, width and length, multiply 
them together, and divide by 400, 
which gives you the result in tons, 
but, according to the defendants, the 
method is wrong, as you ought to div- 
ide by 512 in order to arrive at the 
correct result. As Mr. Hall’s witness
